Our l>ebt To KvTPt. 

Cairo, Dec. 29. — We know more 
aliout the histoiy of Ex} pt than that 
of any other of the ancient coun- 
tries except Palestine, because of 
the in.scriplions upon the monu- 
ments and tombs and the rolls of 
papyrus mannscripts which have 
been di.scovered in the oofBiis of 
mummies. The vanitj' of the 
Pharaohs has been very profitable 
to naodern scholars, so many of them 
look the trouble to engrave upon 
imperishable materials in crypto- 
giaplis, which we are now able to 
decipher, accounts of their careers 
and achievements, more or less iu 
detail, which necessarily involve 
the history of their times. Of 
coui-se we have to make a liberal 
discount from the bombastic eulo- 
gies, for we know that human 
nature has not changed since the 
time of Adam, and that all the ap- 
ples are as big as pumpkin's to the 
man who owim Ihe orchard. 

The writers and artists who were 
employed by the Pharaohs to per- 
petuate their fame never hesitated 
to give them what they paid for, 
but, after making reasonable de- 
ductions for egotism and flattery, 
we have been given an almost 
continuous history of nearly all the 
several dynasties that ruled over 
Egypt from the time of the demi- 
gods and the invention of pic- 
tography — the oldest foim of ex- 
pression in writing we know. It is 
pr;>tty well established, too, that 
tho Egyptians invented tho art of 
writing, and that our alphabet was 
adatiteil from theii-s. Egyptian 
characters are to be found in "the 
Prisse Papyrus" of the eleventh 
•lyiiasty, wbicli is '.he oldest book in 
the world, written in the reign of 
^ving Soankhara, who lived aliout 
2,500 yeara before Christ. The 
(iliaracters that appear in this book 
are pronounced by the highest of 
philologist authority to lie pr«totypes 
of the letters afterward copied by 
the Greeks from the Phu'uicians 
and by them transmitted to the 
Latins. Thus Egypt is not only the 
cradle of the alphabet but may be 
considered the mother ef literature.

The records upon the tonVis and 
monuments beginning with Mena, 
the first human King of Egypt, who 
founded Memphis and built one of 
the great pyramids 6,300 years ago, 
show that the people were seldom 
governed b.v a man of their own 
race: Egyptian history for nearly 
■5,000 years tells of conquests by 
aliens who luled tho country for 
centuries at a time until they in 
turn were overcome and driven out 
by other invaders — Semitic, Ethio- 
pian, Aisyrian, Persian, Greek, 
Macedonian, Iloinau, Saracen, and 
Turkish. There is scarcely a re- 
presentative of the Egyptian lace 
in all of the long list that has been 
preserved to us. Nevertheless, dur- 
ing all those cycles of foreign domi- 
nation the people have preserved 
their individuality and racial 
features, their peculiar oustoms, 
and other nalional charaoteristics — 
an ethnographicAl, ethnological 
phenomenon that is equally marked 
with the Jews. 

Archaeologists maintain that cer- 
tain inscriptions discovered in 
Babylonia date back more than 
8,000 years. That, however, is a 
question of opinion. If it is true, 
they are tho oldest of human record. 
The story of Egypt, however, as 
written in hieroglyphics upon the 
walla of monuments, palaces, and 
tombs, is not open to dispute. The 
kings who built the pyramids erect- 
ed monuments that cannot perish, 
and have not beoa removed. There 
is.'howeTer. ad ifl'orence of opinion as 
to exact dates, caused by variations 
of interpretation. Some scholars 
claim that King Mena reigned 6,807 
years before Christ, whit^h would bo 
nearly 8,000 years from now, but 
others bring the date down to 4,400 
yeara B. C. Taking the latter esti- 
mate as accurate, we hare at Sak- 
kara, twelve miles from Cairo awd 
nine miles from the great pyramid 
of Cheops and the Sphin.\, in what 
is known as " the Step Pyramid," 
near the luins of the ancient City 
of Memphis, the eldest structure of 
human hands. That we know be- 
cause of insciiptions of whioh there 
is nodonbt. It was built by King 
Tchesor of the third dynasty in the 
year 3900 B. C.

Mena, Ihe first of the kings of 



Egypt whose name we knew, was 
an invader and got his throne by 
conquest. He came from some 
indefinite place in the north, Baby- 
lonia, perhaps; overthrew the local 
chiefs, turned the coarse of the 
Nile in order to have a favorable 
site for a city, and built Memphis, 
the capital of a kingdom which was 
consolidated from all of the coun- 
tries be had conquered. His de- 
scendants reigned for about 500 
years and were followed by a 
generation of pyramid builders 
who have left us not only their 
monuments but their actual bones, 
which you caa see scattered through 
the museums of Europe. The boues 
of Myoerieos, who Herodotus tells 
us was "a just and merciful king," 
and who built the third pyramid at 
Gizeh, are in the British Museum at 
London. 

It was the fashion of the kings of 
Egypt from 4400 to 3000 before 
Christ to erect their own mounments 
and sepulchres in the form of great 
masses of masonry. Others erected 
obelisks, and their successors ex- 
cavated vast caverns in tho living 
rock for burial places. There is no 
longer any doubt that the pryamids 
were tombs and nothing else. The 
ancient theory that they were erect- 
ed fer astronomical observatories 
and that the great pyramid waa in- 
tended to serve as a standard of 
measurement was exploded long 
age, but the method of their con- 
st ructiou has never been satisfac- 
torily settled. Insciiptions upon 
the interior walls show that it was 
the tomb of Cheops, a king who 
lived 3,733 years l>efore Christ, and 
inside the chamber has l>een found 
an empty, coverless, broken red 
granite satoephagus, in which his 
body lay 3,000 years until the py- 
ramid was looted by Persian invad- 
ers under Cambyses between 500 
and 600 B. C. 

According to Herodotus, the king 
kept 100,000 of his subjects at work 
fer twenty years continuously u[)on 
tliis monstrous sepulchre, some 
quarrying stone in the Arabian 
mountains, others transixtrting it 
down the Nile upon rafts and flat- 
boats, others drawing the immense 
l)lock8 along causeways which had 
been built for the puipose, to a 
great rock which forms the cxire of 
the pyramid. The interior cham- 
bers were chiselled out of that rock, 
and then it wju* covered with layer 
after layer of stone cut to the pro- 
per dimensions. These layers were 
placed one upon another, and the 
pyrainiil grew larger and larger 
until it was finished. The general 
belief is that earth waa heaped up 
around the structure as fast as it 
was built, and the heavy blocks of 
^one were hauled up inclined 
planes to their places. Within is 
an inscription, showing how much 
was expended in radi.shes, onions, 
and garlic for the workmen, but 
there is no record of the wages 
paid. Kings did not pay wages in 
those days. The practice of forced 
lalior prevailed in Egypt until 1S84, 
when it was permanently alwlished 
by Lord Cromei's orders.

The present irrigation system 
was introduced and partially built 
by king Aemenemhat III, in the 
year 2300 B. C. Canals and slucies 
dug by him in the Fayoum district 
are in use to tJie present «lay ; the 
annual rise of the Nile was recorded 
upon a rock at Semneh, thirty-five 
miles above the second cataract, by 
his engineers, and the insciiptions 
are still visible. 

Joseph, the son of Israel, was 
sold as a slave by the Midianite 
traders, who brought him to Egypt 
to Potiphar, captain of the guards 
of Nubti, one of the Ilyksos kings, 
somewhere about the year 1760 B. 
C. The Hyksos dynasty, which ex- 
tended from 2233 to 1700 B. C, 
were invaders who came from Meso- 
IMitainia into Egypt, where, sup- 
ported by their oountrymen, who 
hud already settled in iaige numbers 
in the delta of the Nile, they were 
at>le to overthrow the native rulers. 
About the year 1700 B. C. , a i-e- 
volutiou occuried under the leader- 
ship of Amasis I., the last of the 
royal race of Thebes, who re-estab- 
lished the independence of Egypt, 
Joseph grew to manhood in Poti- 
phar's household, anil seems to have 
been allowed much liberty, for the 
Bible says: " And tho Lord was 
with Joseph, and he was a pro- 
speious man," until ho incurred the 



hatred of a woman and was sent to 
prison. While there he interpreted 
the dreams of two of his fellow 
prisoners, the chief baker and the 
chief butler of the king, who had 
also been sent to jail. 

After they got out they reported 
the fact to their master, and when 
Pharaoh, who probably was Apepa 
II. , about 1730, had a dream, he 
sent for .Toseph, who predicted 
seven years of plenty and seven 
years of famine, and, acting under 
the latter's advice, his majenty was 
able to relieve the distress that came 
upon his people. Joseph was 
appointed grand vizier at the age 
of thirty, and was called Zaphnath- 
Paaneah, which means "the pre- 
server of nations" or "savior of the 
world," and the king gave him to 
wife Asenath, daughter of Poti- 
pherah, high priest of On, by whom 
he had two sons, Mana.ssoh and 
Ephraim. 

When his father, who numbered 
three-score years and ten, and fami- 
ly came down to Egypt they were 
placed in the land of G^08hen, for 
"their trade had l)e«n about »*ttle," 
and Joseph told them that "every 
shepherd was an abomination to 
the Egyptians." Joseph guve them 
"the l)est of the land in tho land of 
Rameses, as Pharaoh had com- 
manded, and they grew and multi- 
plied exceedingly, and waxed ex- 
ceedingly mighty, and the land was 
filled with them." Joseph was one 
hundred and ten yeai"s old when he 
died. They embalmed his body 
after the Egyptian fashion and put 
him iu a coliSn, and the children of 
Israel carried it to the Promised 
Land and biwied it in the tomb of 

bis fathers. 

* * * 

It is a remarkable fact, which 
cannot be explained satisfactorily 
by archaeologists and Biblical 
historians, that there is no reconl 
of these remarkable events in any 
of the inscriptions, or in any of the 
papyrus records th it have thus far 
lieen discovered. Nor is my record 
of the exodus of the Isrtelites to be 
found iu any of the inscriptions. 
It is true that the kings of the 
Hyksos dyaasty did not build 
pyramids or monuments. The re- 
cords during the period of their 
occupation are exceedingly scanty 
and UB8*itisfactory. Their names 
catniot be ascertained. Nobo«ly 
has ever been able to determine 
how many of the Hyksos kings oc- 
cupied the throne of Egypt. Dur- 
ing the period — from 2233 to 1700— 
when the independence of Egypt 
was re established, history is almost 
a blank, and we wuLst accept that 
as an explanation of the absence of 
all reference to Joseph and his 
family and the years of famine that 
took place during his time. 



There Is another singular omis- 
sion. Every son of any consequence 
in ancient Egypt had a coat of arms 
or a signet, which was used in busi- 
ness transactions in place of signa- 
ture and seal. These were engraved 
upon little pieces of stone or porce- 
lain carved to the shape of the sn- 
ci-ed beetle of Eygpt, and were call- 
ed 8caral>8. ~ Everybody had a scarab, 
and members of the same family 
and their slaves wore them as 
evidence of relationship, just as iu 
modern times we use crests and coats 
of arms. It was also customary 
for people to wear as ornamonts 
soarbs bearing the name of a god or 
a king, or some sign of the seasons, 
or seme motto which they thought 
would l)ring good luck. Scarbos are 
found in large quantities in all 
burial places in ordinary cemeteries 
as well as in the sculptured tombs 
of the kings, and they carry a great 
deal of significance. Half the king 
are identified by their scrabs and 
oartouehes or coats of arms. Sca- 
rabs of Seti Menetaph, the Pharaah 
of tho Exodus, are plenty, and are 
frequently forged, but none of 
Joseph or Moses. 

The quality of scaiabs differs. 
Some of them are exquisitely carved 
by great artists, others are rudely 
made by amateuis. Some are 
molded out of paste and clay, and 
sometimes are made of turquoise 
and other rare stones. The demand 
for scarabs has caused quite an in- 
dustry to grow up, and in all the 
towns along the Nile forgers are 
making them, using soft gray lime- 
stone or fragmentji of old pottery 
found in the tombs, which is ground 
into {>owder, converted into pai<te 
and molded by dies.

" The pleasures of youth may 
excel in keenness and zest, but 
they oannot have the fullness and 
deptJf that may aceompany the 
consolations of age which are 
among the richest rewards of an 
unseltish life."

ed. If his deficiencies are point- 
ed out to him, he does not possess 
manliness enough to acknowledge 
that he is sometimes wrong. A 
graduate may be so overcome by 
the importance of his acadmnic 
honors that, instead of looking on 
a college education an a wholesome 
foundation to lome life work, 
think that he has done enough and 
that the owes world such a wonder- 
fully clever man a living. I do 
not mean that all college graduates 
fell that way.

The Ohio Home for Aged and 
Infirm Deaf is in luck again. Ouly 
a liltit) over a month ago we an- 
nounced through the Journal that 
tho Home lia<l bequeathed to it five 
hnndred dollars Ijy tho will of 
Albert F. Dick«y, one of the 
pioneers of Franklin County, who 
had amassed a »}>irge fortune 
through his industry, and at his 
death ordered it divided among 
charitabhi instituliousof the county 
and city of Columlms. One of the 
executwi's of his will, a brother, 
Joseph L. Dickey, died suddenly 
May 2d. He, too, was an old 
resident of the county, thrifty in 
business, well educated, and public 
spirited. H« was never married but 
m.-ide his home with the family of a 
brother near tJentral College. His 
estate consisted of several hundred 
acres of rich farm land, besides 
much personal property worth 
many thousands of dollars. •The 
will was probated last Saturday. 
In addition to rejuembering well his 
relatives hesgave about $25,000 to 
churches, hospitals and charitable 
inslitutions, the Home for the Deaf 
being remembered with $500. 
Clayton L. Dickey, and M. E. 
Thrailkill, who drew Ihe will, are 
named as oxecutors. Thus the 
Home within two mouths has had 
beciueathed to it the sum of one 
thousand dollars. 

It is settled at last. There is 
going to b« a i-eunion of Ihe Oiiio 
Deaf-Mute Alumni Association 
this year.

He was 
picked up and taken to St. Fran- 
cis Hospital, where, upon examina- 
tion, it was found that he was 
partially scalped and his skull 
fractured. He never regained con- 
sciousness after being struck. Il 
could not bo ascertained who the 
man was until just before his death 
Saturday, at 4:;10 P.M. A note 
book was then found in one of his 
coal jjockots in which was written; 
" Do vou know Jack Wegman, 374 
West'state Street?" Tho Coroner 
made^nquiries at the above num- 
ber and ftmiid out tho man's name, 
and that he boarded there. Marion 
was foi a long while employed iu 
the Institutiou as kitchen man, but 
left a few years ago and has since 
been employed at various jobs, his 
last beinu with the Acme Paving 
Co., on the west side. His home 
was in Springfield, where he has a 
brother and two married sisters 
living. 

It is supposed that he was at the 
depot watching the various trains 
as they came in and departed, 
somethinu; Ihe deaf are especially 
fond of, and that he started to go 
home and was struck by the car 
crossing the tracks. 

While pi-eparing this letter, a 
postal card from Mr. Samuel W. 
Corbett, of Bellalre, brought us 
this intelligence: "Mrs. Geo. W. 
Steenrod died last evening (Maj' 
2(ith) at o'clock." 

Thus has cone to her reward a 
good woman known far nnd wide 
among the tleaf for genial qualities 
of the heart. The news of her 
death will bring general sorrow to 
all who had the i)leasure of know- 
ing her. Although we had known 
some time ago that she was sick, yet 
we liad hoped she would be spared 
to live a while yet. Since 1872, 
when she and her husband graced 
by their presence at the second 
reunion of the Ohio deaf, she has 
been known to them. She has at- 
tended almosi every gathering here 
since then, and it was hoped to 
have her here at the coming meet- 
ing, but God has willed that sh:> 
meet him who went before her. 
She was a siucere Christian and ex- 
emplified the Master's will by doing 
good in a (piiet way to those who 
were in need of help. The poor 
and unfortunate she always liad in 
mind, and her Iwnevolence is re- 
membered by many. She was 
espeoially interested in the Ohio 
Home for Aged and Infirm D»>af, 
and on iiiiiny oecasioiis remenil)er- 
e«l il. Kind, considerate and dig- 
niru>d in hev nuMMiar, she made 



friends of all with whom she came 
in contact, and those who knew her 
loved her for the cheer she brought. 
She has gone from our gaze but 
long, will her memory linger among 
those who knew her.

We may not think Greenland 
such a nice country to live in, but 
the little Eskimo childsen have lots 
of fun and a great many jolly 
games. One of these games is not 
unlike our " shinny," only it ia 
played with a stick made of bone 
and a ball of sealskin. 

Another, which demands not a 
little skill, is played with two 
pieces of bone, one flattened, with 
holes in it, and the other sharpened 
to a pin point. They are tied to- 
gether by a string about a foot long, 
and the flat piece, after being 
thrown in the air, must be caught 
by one »f its holes on the point of 
the sharp piece. 

As the Greenland winters are 
very long and snow covers 'the 
ground half the time, every boy 
and girl possesses a sled. Some are 
eiade of ice, an<l the way they skim 
over the hard, smooth snow, would 
surprise you. Others have runners 
of bone and tops of sealskin, with 
backs to lean against. Dogs pull 
them, and so lazy boys and girls 
need have no hauling up hill. 
Sometimes the little folks set up 
reindeer horns on a hillside, and, 
getting on their sled, they try to 
pass between them without, t/ouohiug 
them. 

There are also some funny house 
games to i>a88 winter evenings. In 
one they get on their knees in a 
circle and hold their toes in their 
hands. Then they move along by 
jumiw. The one who goes the 
fastest wins the game. 

Besides these games they have 
some beautiful toys These their 
fathers carve from the tusks of the 
walrus. They are of every con- 
ceivable shape .%nd design. Often 
entire villages are made, the hut, 
bidarkeos, or canoes, and dog 
.sledges being in perfect miniature. 
The carving is often skillfnlly done, 
i\nd is the more remarkable when 
one considers the primitive tools 
used in their manufacture. The 
knife used is seldom more than a 
bit of steel barrel-hoop ground down 
to an edge and lashed with thongs 
of walrus hide to a handle of bone 

or drift Wiiiiil.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Tliomae Qallaudet, 
D.D., by tho erection of a Parish 
Building foi" St. Ahu'h Church for 
Deaf-MuteH. The present Clinrdi 
; V '*::'ittted on 148tli Street, just west 
of Amnterdain Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-flve feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of anch a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edin(;eand bo a center 
of religious au'l social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped duiing his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with whioh his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is need wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street froat and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will bo used for the social, re- 
ligieus and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes ef Now York. The 
amount required for " 'I'he 'Gallau- 
d«t Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about 83U,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monuinenl 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
